American people a r e paying their 
taxes, and would continue to do so 
if a tax increase were voted. 


The war in Vietnam 
is being 
pressed regardless of the turmoil at 


home. 


At least 95 per cent of the 
American people a r e going about 
their daily lives, attending to their 
own business. 


The dissenters are the ones at­ 


tracting the attention. 


When we stop to think about
